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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Aaron A. Fishman on 08/22/05. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 46 is amended as follows: A refrigeration unit comprising: 
a heat exchanger; 

a fan for providing air flow to the heat exchanger; 
a compressor; 

a power supply providing a supply voltage to the 
compressor; and 

a control unit that increases an operating speed of the fan when a low voltage condition 
of the supply voltage 

is sensed, starts the fan at a higher speed than the desired fan speed and then 
subsequently reduces the fan to the desired fan speed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,18, 
34, 35, 46, 48 and 50 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
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suggest or teach the recited frost sensor to detect the accumulation of frost on the 
surface of the heat exchanger, wherein the climate control unit is deactivated in 
response to a signal transmitted by the frost signal (see claim 1 ); control unit increases 
the voltage of the electrical power signal when a low supply voltage condition is sensed 
(see claim 1 8); operation of the climate control unit is prevented for a period of time 
lasting until the sensor detects the elimination of at least a portion of the frost condition, 
wherein the fan is continuously operated during the period of time when operation of the 
climate control unit is prevented (see claim 34); and following an interruption in a supply 
voltage, starting the fan motor and then waiting for a delayed-start period before starting 
the climate control unit (see claim 35); a control unit that increases an operating speed 
of the fan when a low voltage condition of the supply voltage is sensed (see claim 46); a 
control unit that, following an interruption in the supply voltage, starts the fan and then 
waits for a delayed-start period before starting the compressor (see claim 48); a control 
unit that, when a low voltage condition of the supply voltage is sensed, starts the fan at 
a higher speed than the desired fan speed and then subsequently reduces the fan to 
desired fan speed (see claim 50).
